NEW CHESHAM BRIDGE 

In accordance with a vote of the town the Selectmen pro- 
ceeded to replace the bridge near P. W. Russell’s mill with a 
permanent structure. The bridge was ordered early in the 
season, but from some unexplained reason it was not delivered 
in time for completion before cold weather. The bridge was 
ordered from the Good Roads Machine Co., and was delivered 
at Chesham. at a cost of $423 60. The steel is placed in posi- 
tion and covered temporarily with plank. The best estimates 
that can be obtained place the entire cost of the bridge at 
$650 00, and an article will be found in the town warrant ask- 
ing for an appropriation for that amount.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Citizens of Harrisville :— 

The School Board, in submitting their annual report feel 
confident that the schools during the past year have been as 
prosperous as ever before. It is evident that they should be 
better, for the reason that more is being done for them than in 
any former time. More money is being appropriated for 
schooling, better fitted teachers are being employed, and the 
school year has been increased to three terms of twelve weeks 
each, the largest school year in the history of the town. 

We believe there is no subject of such vital importance as 
the education of the rising generation; and it stands each and 
every person in hand, that has anything to do with our schools, 
to see to it that they are of the highest order attainable. 

Schools of all grades throughout the country are receiving 
more than the usual amount of attention and consideration 
from the people and our citizens would be gainers by fre- 
quently inspecting ours. The teacher and scholars would be 
encouraged and strengthened by visits from their patrons and 
we think that this influence would be reflected in impressing 
our citizens with the better opportunities and superior advan- 
tages the children of the present day are enjoying at the hands 
of those who, scholarly, faithful and skilled, are deserving the 
high vocation they have been ealled to fill. 

A frequent change of teachers is an evil especially to be 
avoided. The ideal school teacher is a fiction of the mind and 
never to be found in practical school experience. A good 
teacher ought to be satisfactory. What business would suc- 
ceed with a new man at its head every few months? We feel 
that we have been fortunate in securing good teachers and 
holding them for a considerable tim.e 

It seems needless for us to say anything to you about 
regular attendance and tardiness. You know it is your duty 
to send your children to school and have them punctual and 
regular in their attendance unless hindered by illness. 

There was quite a feeling manifested at the last annual 
school meeting in favor of dispensing with the service of a 
superintendent of schools. The objections offered were that a 
supervisor was costing the town too much and the money 
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could be spent to a better advantage in increased schooling. 
The supervisory district has been enlarged by the addition of 
Wilton at the commencement of the school year, Sept. 1, and 
the cost of a supervisor has been materially reduced. The 
services of a competent superintendent is now costing $182.86 
yearly, one-half of which sum is drawn back from the State, 
making an expense to the town of $91.43. 

The committee in concluding its report, desire to express 
their appreciation of the liberality of the town in its appropri- 
ation for school purposes and its belief that intelligent action 
will prevail at the annual meeting. 

In order to obtain State aid, the tax for school purposes 
must be $4.50 on a thousand dollars of equalized valuation, 
making it necessary for us to raise by taxation, $2,304.00. 

We make the following financial estimate for the needs of 
the schools, for a school year of thirty-six weeks:

To the Members of the School Committee of the Town of Har- 
risville: : 


Gentlemen :— 
I have the honor of submitting for your consideration the 
work of the school superintendent for the past year. 
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Superintendent’s Visits 


Under the present arrangement, Harrisville is entitled to 
four thirty-fifths of the superintendent’s time. This has been 
approximated by visiting the schools a whole day one week 
and a half day the next. Ordinarly I have spent a half day 
in each village once in two weeks, except for some lost time 
on account of teachers’ conventions, ete. 

At recent visits I have used the following inspection 
the teachers. A copy may be interesting to the general public, 
blanks, which indicate briefly the points that are taken up with 
since I have summarized something of the present condition 
of the schools in this form.

Teachers’ Helps 


On account of the difficulty of getting teachers together, 
no general meetings have been held. Instead, I have had the 
_ material I wished to present printed in typewritten form and 
distributed, so that it is available permanently for study and 
reference. A forty-page booklet on school management and 
one of forty-eight pages on the work in English have been 
furnished. Others are in preparation. 

In these writings and in personal conferences with the 
teachers the superintendent has urged among other things the 
importance of the physical welfare of the children, cleanliness, 
ventilation, the care of supplies, co-operation with parents, 
punctual adherence to program and time schedule, the ad- 
vantage of having each day’s work arranged and planned be- 
forehand and carried out briskly and promptly, efficient 
methods of teaching various subjects, systematic drill and re- 
view, and the supreme desirability of teaching the pupils to 
speak and write clear, correct, forcible English. 


The Work in Various Subjects 


As I have had oversight of the schools less than six months, 
comparison of their condition at present with what it has been 
in the past is impossible. The work of the last term has been 
badly broken up by absence—necessary and unnecessary. It 
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is needless to point out that a high standard of efficiency can- 
not be maintained unless punctuality and attendance are kept 
up as well as they are in a factory or other place of business. 
It is an injustice to pupils to allow them to fall into the at- 
titude of dawdling and irregularity in regard to their work. 

The most important subject in school, and the one in 
which our work is noticeably weak is the oral and written 
English. Our best efforts cannot be turned to better advan- 
tage than in giving our pupils a thorough foundation in this 
subject, by methods of training that really infiuence the 
language habits of the pupils and enable them to express them- 
selves orally and in writing with a reasonable degree of skill 
and correctness. 

In reading also, our pupils are decidedly below grade in 
all but one of the schools. With enough of the right kind of 
material for home and school use, it will not take long, how- 
ever, to bring the work up to the standards of the better 
schools elsewhere. 


New Introductions 


Among the new devices that have been introduced into 
the schools lately have been the Thompson drill sheets, a 
series of about forty different sets of paper containing the es- 
sentials of arithmetic, language, grammar, ete., in a form that 
enables us to teach the essentials of these subjects with all 
possible thoroughness and rapidity; the substitution of daily 
dictation instead of the spelling of separate words, so that the 
pupils have not only the practice in spelling, but have the use 
of the words and constant practice in punctuation. 

By combining our orders for supplies with the orders of 
other towns we have been able to obtain them at prices con- 
siderably below what has been paid before, and‘ below the 
prices generally paid in other parts of the State. ~ — 


Recommendations

with your schools as supérintendent, the’ acecomphshments of 
the past are perhaps less’important than’ the'plans and recom- 
mendations for the future: — ik Le Gb gaged Be 
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One of the most pressing needs is for a schedule of work 
especially adapted to the requirements of ordinary country con- 
ditions. The State Program of Study, which we follow, outlines 
admirably the ground that should be covered in an eight-year 
course, but no teacher should attempt to carry on eight sep- 
arate classes in all subjects or even in any one of them. Some 
combination is necessary in the one-room schools and it is 
practical and desirable also in the two-room building. But 
such combination should not be left to chance, nor to the hasty 
judgments of new teachers. Each child has a right to a well 
arranged program of work, provided with adequate drill and 
review, of course, but stripped of needless repetition. 

A plan that combines all these advantages is one used in 
many western states. It divides the work of the grammar 
course into five, instead of eight or nine divisions,—corre- 
sponding, in a way, to the old first, second, third, fourth and 
fifth reader classes. It allows two years on each division ex- 
cept the first and last, making eight years’ work in all. The 
two halves of each of these three intermediate divisions are so 
planned that they are equal in difficulty but different in con- 
tent. Hither year’s work in a given division can be taken up 
first if necessary. For example, the reading of the second and 
third years of the course is from second readers. One set of 
these readers would be assigned for one half of the work, an- 
other set for the other half. It would not matter particularly 
which set was studied first. The same would be true of the 
other text books. One school would have the books for one-half 
of the work, another school the rest. At the end of the year 
the schools would change books. Pupils who were ready to go 
on would be promoted into the harder books. The others 
would remain and study the same grade of material but from 
entirely diifferent texts. In this way all pupils are going on 
to something new. There is no mechanical repetition of the 
same ground and a smaller number of books of a given kind 
answers the purpose. This plan could be easily arranged next 
year with little expense and would make the course of the 
country pupils as steady and definite as a course in the graded 
schools. 

Other recommendations that I would make are as follows: 

The purchase of a large number of miscellaneous supple- 
mentary reading material—one book of a kind—as recom- 
mended in the State Program, to be used for seat work, and 
borrowed and taken home at night. Pupils can do much to 
help themselves in the matter of reading, if we only provide 
them with enough of the right kind of material. 
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The adoption of a spelling book in all grades that will 
provide a course in daily dictation. There are a number of re- 
cent spellers that meet this requirement. 

The use of certain improvements in the outside closets that 
will make them more cleanly and sanitary. 

The use of a simple ventilating device for the tops of the 
windows that brings in a good supply of fresh air in a safe and’ 


comfortable way. 
The adoption of a sliding scale of salaries for teachers so 


that a progress teacher of growing preparation and efficiency 
can hope for some increase in her reward without being 
obliged to leave the district and take a position elsewhere and 
so that all teachers would have every incentive to do work that 
was energetic and efficient.
